three months, unless by special leaye of the 
Standing Committee. Members living more 
than ten miles from Boston may renew their” 
books without personal application. No man- 
uscript shall be taken out of the library, but in 
the presence of the Librarian. 


Art. VIII Newspapers and maps shall not 
be allowed to be taken out of the library, ex- 
cept by the Publishing Committee. 


Art. IX. Fines for a breach of the sixth 
article shall be at the weekly rate of ten gents 
for-every book less than an octavo ;. twenty, 
for an octayo;;-.thirty, for a quarts z and TT s 
for a folio.
